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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's amendment has been received and entered into the case. Claims 2 and 7-13 
have been cancelled. Claims 1, 3 - 6 and 14 are pending and have been considered on the 
merits. All arguments have been fully considered. 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: In line 5, "for" 
should be replaced with "from". Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 3, 5 and 6 are objected to because they depend on a rejected claim. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any

evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
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the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1, 4 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Peignier et al. (US 7938983) in view of Gellenbeck (US 5827539) and Mae et al. (US 6184255). 

Applicant claims a stable particulate suspension consisting essentially of a nutrient 
selected from an isoflavone, lycopene, lutein, coenzyme Qn wherein n is 1 - 12, or mixtures 
thereof; a stabilizer selected from lecithin, a hydrocolloid selected from xantan gum, pectin, 
gelatin, guar gum, carrageenan, methylcellulose, hydroxypropyl cellulose, gum arabic or 
mixtures thereof, a surfactant or DOWICIL; and an aqueous solvent. 

Peignier teaches a suspension of solid particulates in an aqueous media stabilized by 
xanthan gum (abstract). Specifically, the composition maintains water insoluble solid particles 
in suspension in aqueous media (col.l line 14-16) without allowing the particles to be deposited 
via sedimentation (col.l line 60-65). Peignier teaches water insoluble particles include pigments 
(col.2 line20-25). 

Peignier does not specifically teach the suspension wherein the pigment, or water 
insoluble particulate, is isoflavone, lycopene, lutein coenzyme Qn, or mixtures thereof. 
However, at the time of the claimed invention, it was well known in the art that isoflavone, 
lycopene, lutein and coenzyme Qn are water insoluble particulates. It was also known that 
lycopene and lutein are water insoluble pigments. In support, Gellenbeck teaches lutein and 
lycopene are water insoluble pigments (col.l line8-16) and Mae teaches coenzyme Q10 is a 
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water insoluble substance (col.l line 45-50). At the time of the claimed invention, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use isoflavone, lycopene, lutein or coenzymes 
in the suspension of Peignier because they were each well known water insoluble particulates, as 
evidenced by the cited references. Moreover, at the time of the claimed invention, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to include any of the known water insoluble 
particulates in the suspension of Peignier with a reasonable expectation for successfully 
obtaining a stabilized, particulate suspension.
